\) MBXPLORRR'S: REMARK BLE STORY, 


, whohas juat retuned to’ 

four: montha! sojourn in-the 
Congo forest, bas given to Reuters representa: 
‘tive. a remarkably interesting account of the 
pigmies of the great forest, six of. whom he 
brought with him back to Cairo, and intends 
to convey ta England, 

‘The Jousnay | fram Khartoum to trumy, about 
150 miles west of the Mile, and situated on the 
edge of the great forest, was uneventful, the, 
country being quite ‘peaceful, 

Apart from the pigmies, Col. Harrison says 
there is no sign of human life in the forest. 
Partly from superstition : and largely owing to 
fear of the pigmies the natives avoid and will 
hot enter it, Even the pigmies do not pene- 
trate for more than about two days Into its re- 
ceases, while no white man goes there, 

THR. LITTLE MEN'S VILLAGE STRUCK; 

A pigmy village was struck at the end of the 
first day's march, and messages were sent to 
the little people by means of a pigmy boy who 
spoke Swahili, and who was with Col, Hari- 


“son's party, announcing the approach ofa white 


man, and explaining the object of the visit. 
As, requested, the pigmies came in and 
danced, and pramised to accompany the tra 


‘veller on a hunting expedition, but during the 


night they became scared, and next morning 
there was ro pigmy for probably a distance of 
io miles. ; 

' The same thing happened at other villages, | 
and Col. Harrison was beginning to think that 


it would be impossible to-get into touch with |: 


the people, but owing to the representations of 
plamy spesking Swahili, about 120 of these 
interesting people c»me into camp and hunted 


‘A FRIENDLY GREETING. 

In describing his stay with the pigmies, Col, 
Harrison said! , 

“When once, | had gained their confidence 
they were quite friendly, and eventually six of 
them —four men and two women—volinteered 
to come with me to England, They are extra- 
ordinary people, and during threes weeks | 
spent among ‘them in the forest, I was able to 
obtain much interesting information with re- 
gard to them.. They freely conducted me to 
their little villages, and at night time erected 
leafy structures.under.which | slept: They are 
of an extremely low order of intelligence, and 
know absolutely nothing of what gnes on 
around them, They seem to have no religious 
instincts and possess na’ idea of a Supreme 
Being. | 

FOUR TO FOUR FEET THREE. 
* Ther average height is from 4ft to aft, 3}in, 
and curiously enough asa rule the women are 
taller than the men, The women have also 
better physical development. The men seem, 
to me to br starved to death. ‘ 


A noteworthy fact was the prevalence of a }- 


terrible cough. due perhaps to the dampness of 
the atmosphere All the pigmies alike suffered 
from ‘this to such a degree thal it was difficult 
to sleep at night. I had quite expected to find 


‘that serious lung trouble was. prevalent, but. 


was surprised to discover, as a result of medical 
examination of the pigmies who accompanied 
me back to Egypt, that the lungs were quite 
healthy, 

_ | PRIMITIVE DWELLING PLACES, 

Darkness was fust setting in at-the end of 
our first march in the forest when, during a 
terrible thunderstorm, we came upon av small 
clearing among the trees and knew that a pig- 
my village was not far off. One of the party 
was despatched into the neighbouring bush to, 
see the pigmies and to tell them of our ap- 
proach, 

‘The actual village was some distance from 
the clearing, the tiny huts being packed hidden 
away between the trees, sometimes in almost 
inaccessible places, It consisted of some dozen 
little leafed-in arbors 7(t. in diameter, and less 
than 4ft. high at the highest point.* In front 
of these burnt a bright fire, while within each 
of the dwellings crouched from eight to ten of 
the pigmies. 

Later in the day, at my request, they ‘came 
to my camp and danced, They are tremen- 
dous dancers, and they will perform for hours 
at a stretch without fatigue. Their mover 
ments are in perfect time, and by no means 
ungriceful—about a hundred form up in a line 
and dance round a couple of native druma. 
These, with the shrill whistles which they 
employ when out hunting, appear to be thelr 
only musical instruments. 

‘" §PARING OF SPEECH. 

On the first night only 35 came out to dance, 
all the women being kept in the hots; but on 
subsequent occasions I have had as many as a 
hundred performing before me. 

A.striking characteristic of the people is thelr 
extraordinary silence; they will slt for hours 
without uttering a word, They are nomadic, 
and thelr only wealth is in pears, The num- 
ber of spears determines the number of wives 
these people can afford. : 

They are practically nude, The women's 


only clothing is a. few leaves, while the men's |. 


attire consists of a scrap of skin round the 
waist, ‘Their whole personal belongings con- 


sist of a polsoned spear or two and an old clay | 


cooking-pot, The women carry thelr infants 
slung across their sides, .

YH SHANGHAT BUBBLE. 


~ By an overwhelming majority, Shanghai 
has negatived the proposal to sell the 
“Municipal electrical plant, fittings, etc., to a 
private firm. ‘The residents, to.the number 
of neatly joo, assembled to hear the argu- 
ments for and against the proposal, and it 
ig stated-that when it came to the vote a 
perfect forest of hands went up against the 
motion to sell the undertaking, while those 
on the other side numbered half-a-dozen at 
the outside. Considering the heat of: the 
controversy which was evoked over the pro- 
posal, the space devoted to the subject in 
the editorial and correspondence’ columns 
of the shanghai newspapers, and the fact 
that all sorts and conditions of people joined 
in the, debate,. an outsider might well have 
believed that the forcign community of the 
Northern Settlement were all at sixes and 
sevens on the subject. Whereas it now 
appears that the whole scheme was merely a 
clever piece of engincering, and that there 
were hardly two opinions on the point 
whether the ‘electrical plant should be sold 
ton private company or retained under the 
control of the Municipality: At the same 
time, it is, admittedly, a difficult problem 
to solve—whether a Municipal Council. is 
better fitted to control works of a public 
character than'a private firm.’ On the prin- 
ciple that the public representatives are the 
most capable of looking after public’ in- 
terests, Glasgow and many of the large cities 
of England and Scotland have gone, in for 
municipal trading .on the widest basis, It 
is certain that the results in the case of 
Glasgow. at all events have proved satis- 
factory, for taking the instance of the tram- 
ways the fares have been reduced by a half, 
the service of cars has been increased, and 
the area of the lines extended: Now Chi- 
cagb has been converted to the same prin- 
ciple. “Judge Dunne has just been elected 
mayor, after expressing in the strongest 
terms-his opinions in favour of municipal 
enterprise, In its way municipal trading is 
to be commended. Where a public’ service

By the death of the Rev. Dr, J, Hudson 
‘Taylor, which occurred at Changsha-fu, Hunan, 
on Saturday, says the CAtna Giselte of sth 
inst, Christianity loses one ofthe most zealous 
and gifted labourers who has ever been engay, 
ed in its dissemination in Ohina, and the world 
is the poorer by the disappearance of a great, a. 
good and useful man, ; 
The deceased missionary, whose highest 
chim to distinction is that he was the founder 


‘| und organiser of the China Inland Mission, was 


born in Barnsley, Yorkshire, on the aist May, 
1832, and was, therefore, just slightly over 73 
years of age at the time of his lamented de- 
cease, His father was a chemist in his native 
town, and the future missionary was thus le {to 
choose a kindred calling, the profession cf 
inedicine, for his Iife-vacation, He received 
his preliminary education in Hull,.and com: 
pleted his medical studies in London, where 
in die‘ course he became a Member of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, Sometime 
afterwards, however, he becaine persuaded that: 
his true yocation was only to be found ina 
religious life, and accordingly turned his atten. | 
tion to Divinity, After the’ pre-cribed course 
of study.he was ordained as a Nonconformist 
minister, and made. up his mind to engage in 
Mission work in China, to wh.ch end he joined 


the Chinese ‘Evangelical Society, an organisa. 


Vion which. has. been defunct"new for many 
years, and made his first visit to. this country 
under the auspices of that organisation, arriv- 
ing in China in March 1854, . : 
After some yeats' Inbour in Shanghai, ‘Ningpo 
Hangchow and other cites in this and the 
neighbouring provinces, and. quite extensive!
